1. EMBASSY MADE REPRESENTATIONS TO PERMSEC FONOFF NON. 

20 RE UN PAY INCREASE. 

2. MINISTER FOREIGN AFFAIRS TOLD CHARGE TODAY HE HAD INSTRUCTED 
LESOTHO DELEGATION LAST WEEK TO VOTE AGAINST INCREASE. 
HOWEVER, DELEGATION WAS RESISTING NEGATIVE VOTE ON GROUNDS 
MAJORITY FAVORED INCREASE. CHARGE EXPLAINED SIMPLY MAJORITY 
WAS NOT SUFFICIENT TO PASS INCREASE, AND U.S. DESIRE WAS 

THAT ONE THIRD PLUS ONE WOULD VOTE AGAINST. MINISTER
